Then ’twill be 
our desire to be “right there, Johnnie- 
on-the-spot,’* in good condition, with 
strong arms and sound lungs, pitching 
our hat way up in the air, and a-tootin’ 
our horn for Billie Bryan, the next 
President of the United States. And 
we are de-lighted that Mr. Watterson 
is to be one of us—not a reptile, not a 
varmint, not an illiterate—but a sort 
ot rejuvenated corporal of the Old 
Guard—a high feather in his cap, his 
buttons burnished, his brooches creased 
and his brogana polished by a Demo¬ 
cratic nigger Who knows how to make 
Republican mud fly. 

“Hay foot, straw foot, hep!” 
Forward, Marse Henry! Steady! Aim! 
Shoot! 

Waft the clouds away from the 
Star Eyed Goddess and let that Magnifi¬ 
cent Creation of Watterson shed its 
effulgent rays upon the bantams, the 
woolly-roosters and the sons-o’-guns 
of the country press, and everything in 
the “menagerie” will carry oats to the 
Democratic mule in a manner that will 
make that old, scrawny elephant of 
the G. 0.

The eccentricity of a genius often de¬ 
stroys the beauty of bis production, and 
takes from that production a measure 
of praise that an admiring people would 
gladly bestow if the executor ot the 
work did not possess a variety of pecu¬ 
liarities which make it go against the 
grain of folk to say nice things of the 
handiwork of the individual who is full 
to-o’erflowing of eccentrical vanities.

| strength of his work, may forget the 
1 weakness of the artist, but if he goes 
! beyond and declares: “My picture is a I 
! masterpiece, and the pjcture of the 
| other fellow is a blur and a pretense, 
he steps over the line of decency and 
| reason and allows his brazon egotism 
to daub the product of his brush. 

The picture of the other fellow may 
| be a “pretense”-a conglomeration—a 
confusion of ill-blending colors, yet it 
is bad taste for the more successful ar¬ 
tist to slur the work of his endeavor¬ 
ing brother. Criticism may be expect¬ 
ed; weaknesses may be pointed out—at¬ 
tention may be directed to the defects in 
the twigs of the tree on the fartherest 
hiil, and to the bend of the river in the 
corner of the canvas, and yet the crit- 
ie remains in the bounds of legitimacy, 
but if .he becomes enraged and calls up¬ 
on the author of the picture to ans¬ 
wer to a charge of scoundrelism and 
illiteracy he becomes a Hottentot, and 
covers himself with stinging froth by 
reason of his unnecessary fiub-dubbing 
in war-dance. 

If the successful artist persists in 
painting Pictures of Pessimism - pic¬ 
tures — 

Of nights with never a star. 

Of slaughter'd Hope and foulness, 

Of thorns where lilies are, 

Of ghastly things, and soulless, 
he may expect severe criticism. Some¬ 
body will paint a "brighter picture,” 
and, though it be not a masterpiece, and 
while it may, indeed, be crude—having 
in it many mis touches of the brush—it 
will be a relief to the eyes of those who 
have seen none but the “terrible pic¬ 
tures” of the “real genius,’’ whose 
brush has produced naught but “ban¬ 
tams, woolly-roosters, varmints, rep¬ 
tiles, illiterates, ignoramuses,” and 
numerous other hideous creatures for 
a fort night of full moons. 

“Behold my pictures!” cries out the 
“real genius,” "theyare masterpieces; 
the pictures of the other fellows are 
‘pretenses;’ d—n ’em, they’re shqrt- 
horees, two-for-a-nickel upstarts— 
mouthing popinjays and dizzy daubers;

j such reasonable rules and regulations, 
j that may be adopted from time to time 
| by the Commissioner of Agriculture to 
protect the tobacco growers of this 
State from oppressive methods which 
in the judgment of the Commissioner 
I may be practiced by any such trust or 
monopoly by its manner of purchasing 
such leaf tobacco; of which rules the 
trust shall have reasonable notice. 

I SEC. 7. The license that may be 
' granted to anv -trust under this law 
I shajl not protect it from any prosecu¬ 
tion for violating the anti-trust laws of 
this State, nor shall any statement 
j filed in the office of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture by any such trust or 
monopoly, or any contract entered into 
by it with the State be used as evi¬ 
dence against such trust and monopoly 
in any prosecution against it for violat- 
] ing the general anti-trust laws of this 
, State; nor for any other purposes ex- 
1 cept in action or prosecutions for vio- 
! lating the provisions of this Act, and 
I except in prosecutions for false swear- 
! ing to statements required to be filed 
by Section'5 of this Act. 

Sec. 8. For the purpose of putting 
this Act into effective operation, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture shall, 
from time to time adopt and record in 
a book to be kept in his office for that 
purpose, all such reasonable rules and 
regulations for the proper government 
and control of all such trusts and mo¬ 
nopolies as may have license, that all 
j such concerns may be prevented from 
1 oppression or defrauding persons en¬ 
gaged m raising and Belling leaf tobac¬ 
co. 

Sec. 9. The Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture shall have printed all necessary 
blank forms of application for license, 
blank form of license, and with the as¬ 
sistance of the Attorney General, pre¬ 
pare and have printed blank forms of 
contracts to be executed by all trusts 
and monopolies as is required by this 
Act. The forms of license shall, so far 
as may be practicable, be the same as 
forms provided for by the general laws 
ofv this State for other occupations. The 
license, when issued, shall not take ef¬ 
fect, nor confer any authority to do i 
business thereunder, until the uracur* 
due the State therefor shall have been i 
paid into the State Treasury by the ap¬ 
plicant, and the receipt of the Treasur- j 
er for the money paid endorsed there¬ 
on. 

Sec. 10. The Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture shall, by and with the advice | 
and consent of the Governor, appoint 
I some suitable person as Assistant Com- 
I missioner of Agriculture, who shall hold 
I his office during the term of the Com- 
| missioner of Agriculture, unless re¬ 
moved from office by the Commission¬ 
er, which he may do at any time, and 
i appoint a successor, subject to the ap- 
| proyal of the Governor. The Assistant 
shall, under the direction of the Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture, investigate 
the methods of transacting business by 
all persons and corporations engaged in 
buying leaf tobacco and pianufacturing 
j same, who are required to have license 
I under this law; especially the methods 
of purchasing leaf tobacco in this 
I State, ot all trusts and monopolies; and 
shall have power to summon and swear 
witnesses and shall reduce to writing 
such testimony taken before him; and 
shall report in writing from time to 
time to the Commissioner of Agricul¬ 
ture and file in his office all testimony 
taken; and shall make such recommend¬ 
ation as he may deem proper at the 
I revocation of license as hereinafter 
provided: and to discharge ■ all such 
other duties that the Commissioner of 
Agriculture may require. 

For his services the Assistant Com¬ 
missioner shall be paid an annual salary 
of two thousand four hundred dollars, 
payable in monthly installments and all 
necessary traveling expenses while en¬ 
gaged in the discharge of the duties of 
his office, which Balary and all expenses 


of the Assistant Commissioner and all' 
other expenses that may be incurred . 
under this law. shall be paid out of said 
tobacco fund (and not otherwise) by i 
warrant of the Auditor on the Treasur- j 
er. on the recommendation of the Com-1 
missioner of Agriculture, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Governor. No money shall I 
be paid out of said funds unless an item-: 
ized account shall be rendered, accom¬ 
panied by an affidavit of the claimant 
showing the correctness and reasonable¬ 
ness of the charges. 

Sec. 11. Any person or corporation 
which shall violate any provision of the 
Act, or any trust or monopoly which 1 
shall violate any provisions of this law 
or any portion of its contract or rule or | 
regulation adopted by the Commission¬ 
er of Agriculture shall forfeit the li- 
cense and the amount paid therefor. j 

Sec. 12. Whenever the Commissioner 
of Agriculture has reasonable grounds 
to believe that any person or corpora-' 
tion has violated any provision of this 
law, or that any trust or monopoly has 
violated any provision of this law or j 
any part of its contract, or rule or reg- 1 
ulation adopted by the Commissioner : 8 
hereinbefore provided, it shall be the 
duty of Buch Commissioner to file in the 
office of the Clerk of the Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Court a written statement of the 
acts occurring in any part of this State 
constituting a forfeiture of the license; 
or he may file such statement in the 
office of the Clerk of a circuit court in 
any county in this State in which the 
violation mrfy have occurred. The 
Franklin Circuit Court shall have con¬ 
current jurisdiction with all circuit 
courts in this State for the trial of pro¬ 
ceedings under this section. Immediate¬ 
ly after the tiling of such statement the 
Commonwealth’s Attorney pf the dis¬ 
trict, or the County Attorney of the 
county in which such statement may be 
filed, and at the request of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Agriculture shall institute an 
oidinary action in the Circuit Court of 
the county in which such statement 
may be filed, in the name of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky against the of¬ 
fending party, stating the facts which 
it is claimed constitute the forfeiture 
of license, in which action proceedings 
may be had as in other civil actions by 
ordinary proceedings. On the trial, if 
the defendant be convicted, the court 
shall adjudge that the license issued by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture to 
such defendant shall be cancelled and 
revoked, and the defendant shall not 
be granted another license to transact 
such business, except on the payment 
of twice the amount of license tax as 
hereinbefore provided. 

SEC; 13. The Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture shall establish, and have under 
his control and in his office, a bereau 
of information and statistics concerning 
the growing, handling and selling to¬ 
bacco in this State, and shall take such 
steps as he may deem proper, subject 
to the approval of the Governor, to 
foster and promote the tobacco indus¬ 
try and interest in this State, and the 
welfare of all tobacco growers therein; 
and for that purpose shall, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Governor, employ such 
clerical and other assistance as he may 
deem necessary to comply with, and to 
enforce the provisions of this law. All 
expenses incident to the discharge of 
the duties of the Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture and his employees under this 
section shall be paid out of the tobacco 
fund, and not otherwise. • 

Sec. 14. Any person or corporation 
who are required to procure license by 
the provisions of this law. who shall 
engage in purchasing or manufacturing 
tobacco grown in this State without 
license, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction shall 
be fined not less th in One Hundred, 
nor more than One Thousand Dollars 
for each day he or it may engage in ' 
such business without license. 


The fight for the McChord Bill, which was killed in the "final wind¬ 
up" in the Senate, will be carried to the next Legislature by 
I the tobacco people of Kentucky. There have been so many 
misrepresentations in regard to certain features of this bill that 
j we print the bill in order to give our readers an opportunity to 
| judge of the merits of the measure. It is herewith printed in full: 


AN ACT to promote and regulate the 
i tobacco industry in Kentucky. 

WHEREAS, One-third of all kinds of 
tobicco grown in the United States, 
and! ninety per cent of certain kinds of 
tobicco produced therein is grown in j 
Kentucky; and whereas by reason of 1 
r he small territory in which tobacco 
can be successfully produced, trade in 
cobeeco can easily be. and has be*n 
monopolized, to the great injury of 
mui| thousand citizens of Kentucky 
who are engaged in growing tobacco; 
and whereas by reason of the unfair 
methods of such monopoly and.conse¬ 
quent injury to such citizens, acts of 
tawlefesness. violence ana disorder have 
recently occurred, and a state of unrest 
exists throughout this Commonwealth, 
and Whereas the use of tobacco in many 
instances is productive of injurious ef¬ 
fects; and whereas deleterious sub¬ 
stances are used in the manufacture 1 
and growing of tobacco; by reason of 1 
all of which conditions public policy de- ! 
mands that the tobacco industry in! 
Ken tacky be regulated by and placed i 
under the police power of the State. 1 
Therefore 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly | 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Sec. 1 All persons, corporations or 
foreign^ governments who may be en¬ 
gaged) in the occupation of manufactur¬ 
ing tobacco in this State, or in buying | 
leaf of unmanufactured tobacco grown 
in thfc State for the purpose of the 
same being used by them, or some 
other person or corporation under con¬ 
trol of the purchasers, for the purpose 
of usiig the same in the manufacture 
of tobacco in this State or elsewhere, 
are heteby required to transact the bus¬ 
iness of purchasing or manufacturing 
tobacco in this State under and subject 
to the provisions of this law, and shall, 
before engaging in either of said occu¬ 
pations, or continuing the same after 
. this law goes into effect, procure and 
pay license therefor as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. ' 

Sec. 2 The license to engage in j 
either of said occupations shall be 
granted by the Commissioner of Agri¬ 
culture of Kentucky, on the applicant 
for such license complying with all the 
provisions of this law, and paying into 
the Treasury of this State a sum equal 
to ten cents on each one thousand 
pounds of tobacco grown in this State 
and which may have been purchased in 
this State or elsewhere for the purpose 
as stated m Section 1 of this act. or 
manufactured in this State by the ap¬ 
plicant. or persons or corporation con¬ 
trolled by it, within one year next be¬ 
fore the time the application is made 
for such license. If any such purchaser 
of such tobacco is a manufacturer of 
tobacco in this State, and the quantity 
Manufactured in this State during said 
time is greater than the quantity pur¬ 
chased for the purpose of manufacture 
during such time, then the amount to 
be paid for such license shall be com¬ 
puted on the quantity manufactured in 
this State during said time; &nd if the 
quantity of such tobacco purchased in 
this State or elsewhere for the purpose 
of being manufactured in this State or 
elsewhere be greater than the amount 
'of tobacco manufactured in this State 
by the applicant during said time, then 
the amount to be paid for such license 
shall be computed on the amount so 
purchased. If the applicant for license 
be a foreign government, the agent for 
such government may make the appli¬ 
cation and take the license in his indi¬ 
vidual name; and in east: the license be 
granted to the ageist, he and his princi¬ 
pal shall in all respects be subject to 
and governed. by all the provisions of 
this law. The amount to be paid for 
such license by each applicant shall be 
determined by the Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture the statement of the spnli- 
cant as hereinafter required to be filH, 
or on such) other evidences of such tacts 
, as the Commissioner of Agricultiiie 
may require. The money realized under 
the- -provisions of this law from license 


shall be set apart fey the Treasurer of this 
State as a separate fund, and it or such 
pjrtion thereof as shall be deemed nec¬ 
essary shall be expended as hereinafter 
provided for the purposes of fostering I 
the tobacco industry of this State. 

Sec. 8. Any person, corporation or 
government which may not have been 
engaged in the purchase of tobacco for 
the purpose of manufacture by him or | 
it lor as long a time as one year next l 
before the application for license may j 
be made, shall pay for such license the | 
sum of Twenty Dollars (320.00). 

Sec. 4. All licenses granted under I 
this law shall be for one year, or until 
revoked as hereinafter provided; and in j 
case any licence be revoked prior to the J 
time of' its expiration, the amount paid 
therefor shall be forfeited to the State. I 

Sec. 6. For the purpose of enabling 
the Commissioner of Agriculture to de¬ 
termine the correct amount to be paid 
for license (except as definitely fixed 
by Section 3 of this act), the person, or 
chief officer or agent in this State ot a 
cornoration, or of any foreign govern¬ 
ment, making the application, shall file 
in the office of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture a statement, sworn to by 
the person making the application, 
showing the following facts 

First. (If a corporation. 1 ) The name 
and principal place of business of the 
corporation in this State and elsewhere. 

Second. The name of the State or 
government in which the corporation 
was incorporated, and the date of in¬ 
corporation. ' 

Third. The name or names of all 
subsidiary corporations engaged in the 
manufacture of tobacco (grown ip this 
State) purchased, or in which the ap¬ 
plicant owns a controlling interest, or a 
majority of the capital stock thereof, 
also whether it or its capital stock or a 
controlling interest therein is owned or 
controlled by any other corporation or 
the shareholders of any other corpora¬ 
tion; if so, the names and addresses of 
any such controlling authority. 

Fourth. If the applicant be the agent 
of a foreign government, he will state 
the name of the government he repre¬ 
sents. 

Fifth. The length of time engaged 
in the purchase of leaf tobacco grown 
in this State, or in the manufacture of 
such tobacco in this State or elsewhere, 
and the place or places where the to¬ 
bacco factories are maintained. 

Sixth. I'he number of pounds of 
Kentucky grown leaf tobacco pur¬ 
chased in Kentucky or elsewhere for 
the purple of being manufactured by 
the applicant,pnd the number of pounds 
of such leaf tobacco manufactured by ■ 
such applicant in Kentucky within one 
year next before the application is 
made, and whether or not any deleter- j 
ious substance is being put into any to-1 
bacco or brand tobacco manufactured 
by it. 

Seventh. The number of pounds of 
each kind or class of Kentucky grown 
tobacco purchased in Kentucky or else¬ 
where during the time and for the pur¬ 
poses stated in the next preceding sub- 
| section, and the number of pounds of 
i the different ’ kinds or classes of such 
j tobacco manufactured in Kentucky or 
elsewhere by the applicant, or person 
or corporation under its control or 
| which controls it during said time, 
j Eighth. The average price paid for 
J each different kind or class of such to- 
i bacco purchased in this State or else¬ 
where during said time. 

I Ninth. Any other facts which the 
! Commissioner of Agriculture may deem 
I proper (not inconsistent with the con-^ 
| stitution or laws of this State or of the 
| United States), shall be answered, to 
I enable him to correctly determine the 
amount to be paid for such license, or 
| to determine any other facts necessary 
for him to know that he may faithfully 
and fully discharge all his duties under 
j or to seep re the enforcement of, this 
j law. 

Tenth. Any person making a false 
j answer to any statement required to be

lage is small, this mercan»J establish¬ 
ment is one of the most enterprising 
found In the country districts of Bertas 
county—(50 feet square, three stories 
high anfl packed full from cellar to 
garret with all sorts of goods, from 
the tlnyi row of pins to grain drills 
'and harvesting machines and commer¬ 
cial fertilizer. 

While the village does not boast a 
hotel, trie village owner has a whole¬ 
sale liquor store. 

Besidete the business part of town, 
the village contains half a dozen 
houses, all owned by Mr. Meek. 

It wgs established in 1836 by 
Michael B. Myers, and in 1871 a 
brother jof the present proprietor be¬ 
came*part owner, and the place was 
called Meckvllle. 

In tho^e early days the business of 
the placp was tanning leather. 

In 187B Mr. Meek, the present own¬ 
er. became proprietor of the entire 
village and postmaster, and has been 
holding the dual honor ever since. 

I The dommunity is thickly settled, 
and the 'young folks needed some em¬ 
ployment other than work On the 
large farms, and for monthB Mr. Meek 
studied ihow he could keep them in 
the neighborhood, so one day he drove 
half a dozen stakes on one of his cor¬

TAKING PHOTOGRAPHS OF SKY 


Star gazing is a trifle in modern as¬ 
tronomers’ tasks. Their real Job is te 
fix the exact positions of the heavenly 
bodies. The object glasses of transit 
telescopes are crossed by fine lines 
made from the spider's web. Every 
time the star under observation 
crosses one of the Hues the astrono¬ 
mer touches a button, which causes 
the time to be recorded by a chrono¬ 
graph. Nearly all observers press the 
key earlier for bright stars than for 
faint stars, so the work is now done 
automatically. Besides the transit 
telescopes across whose fldld of vision 
the stars move in procession, there are 
equatorial telescopes for taking photo¬ 
graphs of the heavens. Moved by 
clock work, an Instrument of this kind 
turns exactly round the circle in 24 
hours, so if directed toward a particu¬ 
lar star It follows it from rise to set¬ 
ting. and a photographic plate fixed in 
the telescope would take a picture of a 
partlculart part or the sky By this 
means a great international work is 
being done. -Sixteen observatories in 
different parts of the world have di¬ 
vided among themselves the labor of 
photographing the whole sky in both 
the northern and southern hem¬ 
ispheres and afterwards cataloguing 
the stars. When the work is complete 
it will show the positions and magni¬ 
tudes of at least five or six millions of 
stars, for all down to the eleventh 
magnitude are being recorded. The 
photograph repeals much more than 
can be seen by the human eye.
